MINUTES
CALL TO ORDER

Chair Bill Knee called the meeting of the Fremont Conservation Commission to order at 7:10 PM at the Fremont Town
Hall, 295 Main Street, Fremont, NH 03044. Present were: Commission members Bill Knee, Pat deBeer, Leanne Miner,

and Janice O’'Brien. Dennis Howland (Open Space Committee Chair) was also present.

Moment of Silence in remembrance of Meredith Bolduc for her years of friendly guidance
and help in conducting the business of the Conservation Commission.

APPROVAL OF MINUTES: October 5, 2015

Pat deBeer made a motion to approve the minutes of October 5, 2015 as amended. Janice O’Brien seconded the motion.
Motion passed 4:0.

DAN HORSBURGH
Ms. O’'Brien reported that she and Mr. Knee met with the Board of Selectmen on October 227 and explained that the
Conservation Commission was in a “holding pattern” and could do nothing until Southeast Land Trust makes a
decision. They informed them that the Horsburghs had a new proposal to sell and conserve more of their land and
that SELT was acting to write a NRC grant for the purchase and conservation of the land.

A. OPEN SPACE UPDATES
Mr. Howland reviewed Open Space updates with the Commission members. This included:

1. Oak Ridge North Trails trail marking - continuing to update trail blazes with the metal tags and opening
up the trails a little.

2. Proposal for a new trail on the Smith property - a connecting trail to the SELT Garrison property. The
trails are accepted as proposed to notify Charlie Moreno and ask him to include the proposals in his
update of the Forest Management Plan. Ms. deBeer will share maps and information about the proposals.

There was a site walk on October 19t on the Garrison property. Mr. Howland proposed different trails, with a trail
junction near an opening in the rock wall. He was unsure where Charlie Moreno is on the project. Ms. deBeer
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spoke about the importance of a recreational part to the trail and suggested asking Mr. Moreno to add a section on
recreation. Mr. Knee felt that this was not part of the contracted job that Mr. Moreno signed and he did not want
to see the plan delayed. Ms. O'Brien mentioned that the contract would need to be rewritten. Mr. Howland said
that suggestions can be made and trails could be put in later on. Ms. O’'Brien suggested asking Mr. Moreno if there
are any problems with the functionality of the area that he is working on (before any trails were made). The
Commission did not see an end date listed in the original contract with Mr. Moreno. Mr. Moreno will be invited to
give an update on his project at the December 7t Conservation Commission meeting. Maps and information will
be forwarded to him in the meantime for review.

B. PLANNING COMMENT SHEET: AMENDED EXCAVATION SITE PLAN TAX MAP 5, LOT 35

The Commission reviewed a planning comment sheet and maps for an amended excavation site plan for lot 35, tax
map 5 (Seacoast Farms and Galloway Excavation Operation (who already approved the proposal: 3 acres for a
staging/loading area for asphalt millings and non-hazardous crushed concrete and a location of another office
trailer.) The public hearing is on November 4th (Planning Board) at 8 PM.

There was discussion about the location and it was deemed that there are no setbacks and it is not in the aquifer
protection district. There was discussion about recommendations from Dan Tatum of Stantec who recommended
items such as hiring a third party environment management consultant to test the concrete/debris delivered to
the facility and certify that there are no contaminants. The details of the recommendations will be in the minutes
of the Planning Board meeting minutes. Mr. Knee read information as backup regarding asphalt grindings
(millings) and environmental concerns (e.g. when small particles become airborne or do into the wetlands.)

Regarding: Amended Excavation Site Plan for Map 5 Lot 35" (dated 10/02/2015)
Date: November 3, 2015

Although the "Amended Excavation Site Plan for Map 5 Lot 35" (dated 10/02/2015) respects the 100 foot setback
from wetlands, the site is adjacent to both the Aquifer Protection District and Prime Wetland #16. The proposed
site appears to be 4 feet above water table and has a porous, quick draining soil with the direction of the drainage
arrows on the plan showing water from the site draining toward them. The potential for leachate and wind blown
particulates from the asphalt millings containing polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbons (an EPA targeted pollutant)
contaminating the Prime Wetland/Aquifer are relatively high. In addition, the potential for leachate and wind
blown particulates from the crushed concrete adversely raising the soil and water pH of the Prime
Wetland/Aquifer are also relatively high. Impacting the water quality in this manner would have a deleterious
affect on the plants and animals associated with the Prime Wetland.

Because of these concerns, the Conservation Commission advises the Fremont Planning Board to require the
Applicant:

Submit the proposed Plan to the New Hampshire Wetlands Bureau for approval.

Follow all of the recommendations proposed by Dan Tatem in his email to Heidi Carlson dated 11/02/2015.
Obtain baseline water quality data from a third party, environmental consultant for both the Prime Wetland
surface water and the monitoring wells at the site that include, but are not limited to, testing for hydrocarbons, pH,
alkalinity and hardness. Further, that water quality testing be continued every six months from then on. The results
of the water testing are to be made available to the Fremont Building Officer/Code Enforcement Officer and
Health Officer or their agent.

Secure a bond to be held by the Town that would be sufficient to remove any detrimental contaminants form the
asphalt millings and crushed concrete from the site should the Prime Wetland or Aquifer be impacted as a result
of these materials being brought to the proposed site.
